In face of tho decision of 
Mr Judge Begbie— that thoro was no 
appeal from tho doolBion of tho Gold 
ComraisBioner — the Ciiicf Juslico de- 
cides that there is an ajjpoal ; tliat tho 
Grouso Crouk cusoh ahould have been 
heard on llioir merits ; that tho ob« 
joctions to an appeal woro merely 
toohoieul ; ihiit ho has the power to 
try and will " try tho cases on thoir 
merits ;" and thut in ordor Lo do ao ho 
■will " alter tho rules of tlio court and 
allow any nolico that will bo coinpali- 
blo with justice to bo givoD by oiiher 
p<irty."

Than this case none over 
triid hero has occupied bo largo a 
share of public attontioa or evoked 
BO deep a fooling o[' iiilcroHt. : and wo 
rejoice that thoro is now a lair pros- 
pect of having i I finally sot ui rest, 
bat at tho sumo tinio wo depte* 
cate and dctoHt tho inuunH that were 
adopted to elFect it, wlion a iniaily, 
Btraighlforwnrd and digiiilled policy 
would have allaiiicd tho siuno object 
without tlio fiticrififu of a principle or 
the wounding of tho foelings of a 
single flubordinato ollicor of the 
Government. Wo beliovo that Chief 
Justice Need ham will periorrn his 
dniy, as be has ovor do no, ioariessly 
and ooDBoientiously; and the parties to 
tbe suit may rest aBsurod tbat the 
cases will bo decided ' upon their own 
merits" in aooordanoo with tbe facts 
brought oat in evidence. Whatever 
may be tho decision we are prepared to 
accept it as corroot,and so far as we aro 
concerned shuU allow the soandalous 
caso to Biiik into that oblivion from 
which, but for tho ill-ad^iscd proceod- 
ing of Mr Soymour, it would ecarcoly 
have emerged. 



Letter from Llllooeti 

LiLLOOET, B 0., 

September iQth, 1867. 
EwTOB Britisu Colonist : — Permit me 
to give you a few 'items' coiiccraiiig the 
beautiful and productive Litlooi't Tullcy. 
They may be of little interest to many of 
your reiiclers— but we are so little known 
about, and by our Oomnment so little 
cared for, that wo feel justly proud of our 
perseverance and industry under existing 
circdmstances, and desire to let the people 
of BritlRh Columbia, as well as the "Can- 
adian geutletnun,'' know what we have 
been doing aiul what wo intend to do. 
But I trust llmf, I he glDwiiig prosj)cet 
may not excite tlic "gciiilciiuiu's" jiiiiijiing 
provlivilicij, or lead ihein to e.xpect iis 
easy a concpiest in our district. We have 
a uiugistniie — tho Hon, E. H, Sunders, 
Eeq — who has tho entire respect and 
willing su|)poi t of all the rcsiden s, and 
in case of a Uko ocL'uiTi'iiee Iilti;, 
would soon jayhawk all Kiicli .spaiYow- 
hawka— according to law — you bet I We 
have been jogging along slowly but 
surely, without making much fuss or re- 
ceiving many favors froui the Governor 
nnd council — making pciiinuieiit iniprcve- 
ments in farms and luciliiies for growing 
stock, Our calls on ilie Troasury have 
been very limited. Loss than Hcveii hui.- 
dred dollars were pxp.uded on our road 
to CljntOH this seasdh— a very iii.signili- 
coot sum, considering tlie rcvoiiiio col 
leoied in the ili.strict Wu liavc had no 
local governiiicrit iaiproveiiiiMiLs, so faig 
nlloWL'd and expcctuil, iiunv iLlisiiiiuiing 
thut our inagi.struto's dwelling is so badly 
ailuutedi so coutractcd and unsuitcd. 
Our jad is unlit tor a savage to occupy, 



open to every wind that blows. Thank 
heaven I we have no desperadoes ; — cou" 
finement in the Ijillooet jail would bo a 
farce, unless eviklot'rs consented. 

Tho season has been backward aud 
cold ; but our crops have all matured and 
most of them are harvested. The big 
threshing machine is at work and our 
flour mills are making an article of flour 
which we guarantee to bo equalled only 
occasionally and never excelled. 

Mining by a few white men and num- 
bers of Chinese ^and Indians is being 
curried on abovo nnd below us 6n Fraser 
as well as on Bridge river. Farmers are 
extending their bounds and wo are a fix- 
ture here.

Our mails depart and are re- 
ceived via Cliiuon.lf it is too stale when 
you got it (you newspaper mcni must think 
everything old,) pluaso send it to the 
Chief Commissioner of Lands and Works, 
for his individual edification. It will let 
him know that we have this year grown 
1,500,000 lbs of wheat, of an excellonl 
quality ; SCO 000 lbs of oats and barley ; 
1)0,000 lbs of beans ; nnd vegetables in- 
numerable. Wo shall care over 30 tons 
of bacon and make hij/ou whiskey when 
Messrs. Sproat & Royer get up their 
whiskey-making firings. In season wo re- 
velk d in lots of melons, tomatoes, apples, 
corn, currants, pears, plums, cherries, 
grapes, etc, such as cantiot be grown in 
Hriiish Coluinbi v ouisido of our Lillooct 
valley. Wo will produce next year at 
least 50 jier cent more of everything, and 
keep increasing year after year. 

This is a good country and only needs 
a little retrenchment and a little recoii- 
slructiou to make it a great one

During tho time the pan was houting 
ho proceeded with his work, and at 
len!{lh hu took tho caso containing thu 
rattlesnakes out of tbo box, and oom- 
moncod cleaning the exterior. While 
ho was 80 engaged tho spring latch of 
iho tloor at tho sido of tho ca^o bucamo 
dotachod and tho door dropped down. 
At ibis momoiit iho wutor in the pan 
boilod ovor, and '-ho keeper rushed to 
the tiro to removo tbo pan, Incauti., 
ously leaving open tho door of tho 
rattloBuuko cuso. On his return to ro- 
fiumo work ho saw that oiio of tho 
hirgest of tho snuke.s had escaped from 
tho caso ! lul «:is pouring about, hiss- 
ing in a toniblo mannor and shaking 
its rattle. Tbo man olosod the open 
door of tho ca«io and warned bis com- 
panion. A panic seized the man, and 
with tho groato^t d llioulty an elderly 
man named Frank Godlrey prevailed 
on Homo ot them to remain in tho on- 
olot^uro and endeavor to recapture tho 
feartnl reptilo. Arming thoin-olvos 
with shovolp, forks, scrapers and 
biouins, the keepers, under the direc- 
tion of Godfrey, procoodod towards tho 
snuko. Tho reptilo during these jiros 
parations remainod porlucily quiet, 
butp on tho approach ol' tho koujiers 
leisurely proceeded up tho coiiLro ol 
tho onclosuio, hissing tearfully all the 
timo.
